Further to my reply on 29 October, in relation to the letter you sent to Rt hon 
Beverley Hughes MP concerning ownership of the log cabin which your 
Association purchased through Essex County Council’s Youth Opportunity 
and Youth Capital Funds, and your subsequent email of 31 October.

As the log cabin was still being used 
as a youth centre and there was no intention of it being disposed of we did not 
assert ownership in this case.
